INTO MOOERN QREEK.

Twenty Thousand Peopls Joln
Studants 'n Rioting. Tharals :

A dispateh from Athens 8ay8 agita-
tion against the propossl to translate
the gospels iuto modern Greek oontin-
ned Thursday. Twenty thousand per- -
sons assembled sround the ruins of the
temple of Jupiter Olympus and took -
prre in s demonstration organised by
tha students.
